2. I SPOKE WITH UN SECRETARY-GENERAL BOUTROS-GHALI THIS 
AFTERNOON. HE TOLD ME HE ' D BEEN IN TOUCH WITH SEVERAL 
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AFRICAN HEADS OF STATE, INCLUDING PRESIDENT MUBARAK AND 
THE SYG OF THE OAU, IN HIS EFFORTS TO GET AN 
ECOMOG- STYLE PEACEKEEPING FORCE FOR RWANDA FROM THE OAU 
IN COOPERATION WITH THE UN. BBG CONCEDED THERE WAS NOT 
A LOT OF INTEREST IN SUCH AN OPERATION. HE SAID IF 
THERE WAS NO SUPPORT, HE WOULD TURN BACK TO THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL. I TOLD HIM THAT I HAD JUST SEEN THE RPF AND 
THEY HAD EMPHATICALLY REJECTED HAVING AN AFRICAN MISSION 
IN RWANDA. BBG SAID THEIR POSITION WAS INAPPROPRIATE; 
THEY SIMPLY WANTED TO CONTROL RWANDA. 

3. ON OUR RESOLUTION, BBG THOUGHT OUR ELEMENTS WERE TOO 
VAGUE. ACKNOWLEDGING THAT THEY WERE INITIAL IDEAS, I 
SAID WE WOULD DEVELOP THEM IN THE COUNCIL. 

4. I THEN RAISED THE PROPOSAL FOR HUMAN RIGHTS 
COMMISSIONER AYALA- LASSO TO GO TO KIGALI. I THOUGHT 
AYALA-LASSO MIGHT GO AS A HIGH-PROFILE HEAD OF A TEAM 
WHICH WOULD SEEK TO DETERMINE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
MASSACRE OF CIVILIANS. BBG SAID HE HAD JUST SPENT AN 
HOUR WITH A-L AND WAS CONCERNED THAT HIS FIRST OFFICIAL
